Change in Municipal Act. 


By a recent amendment to the 
Municipal Act, pathmasters are no 
longer required to look after the cut- 
ting of noxious weeds on the highways 
in their division, Every owner or 
occupant of land is now required to 
cut the weeds growing on the high- 
ways adjacent to his land, Chapter 
27 of the Statues of 1904 provides as 
follows: 

It shall be the duty of every owner 
or occupant of land in a municipality, 
to cut down or destroy at the proper 
time to prevent the ripening of their 
seed, all noxious weeds growing on 
any highway adjoining such land, not 
being a toll road, from the boundary 
of such land to the centre of such 
road, and in case of default after 
notice from the Inspector or Over- 
seer of highways, or where no In- 
spector or Oyerseer is appointed, 
from the Clerk of the municipality, 
then the municipality may do the 
work, and may add the cost thereof 
to the taxes against the land in the 
Collector's Roll and collect such cost 
in the same manner as other taxes,

‘To the Editor of THE REVIEW. 


Fither ignorantly or maliciously—I 
hope the first—certain reports have 
been put in circulation in reference to 
the sending of young Keating to the 
Industrial School at Toronto that are 
entirely foreign to the facts. I have 
no Ryclor’ to make or fayor to ask in 
the matter. Your statement in last 
week's paper was correct so far as it 
went, but the whole facts are as fol- 
lows: Some four or five weeks ago 
Rey, Mr. Mackay spoke to me that 
Mrs. Keating had lost control of her 
son Robert, and he had advised her 
sending him to a Reformatory, and 
asked the proper course to pursue. 
explained that Mrs. Keating would 
have to act herself. She came to me 
and made an affidavit that she could 
not control him and was atraid some 
harm would come to him. I knew 
the Reformatory had been abolished, 
and wrote to Judge Lazier. His reply 
stated the rules were such he doubted 
the boy being taken in, advised my 
writing to the Superintendent of the 
Industrial School. I did so. After 
waiting two weeks his reply was 
doubtful. I decided to wait and when 
session was over consult the Attorney 
General. On the 22nd of May acom- 
plaint was made that Keating and 
others had broken into two boat 
houses and removed goods, The 
parties complaining were loath to do 
so, but there seemed no other way to 
stop the depredations. I heard the 
case. Mrs. Keating still wished her 
son cared for, and, with many 
tears, said she saw no other way to 
save him. I then committed Keating 
to the county jail for the purpose of 
having him’ sent to the Industrial 
School, I at the same time wrote to 
Judge Lazier advising him of the facts 
and asking him to give the matter his 
attention, The Sherriff assisted und 
on Friday morning the boy was sent 
to the Industrial School.

Those 
who are issuing loans would prefer 
to give allotments to investors who 
mean to hold their stocks, because 
the price of the security then re 
mains steadier; but where many 
thousands of applications come in, 
and the allotments must be sent out 
quickly, it is impossible for the fin- 
anciers engaged in allotting to at- 
tempt to separate out the “‘stags’’ 
from the bona-fide applicants. 

About two years ago, when ‘the 
Transvaal loan was issued, the Bank 
of England was severely criticised 
for having, with the object of de 
feating the ‘‘stags,’’ decided that no 
application for less than £2,000 
would be entertained. On that oc- 
casion £30,000,000 was offered for 
subscription, and applications 
amounting to no less than £1,174,- 
000,000 were received from 115,400 
applicants. The Governor of the 
Bank subsequently stated that there 
were 49,000 applications of £100, 
and, in his opinion, not more than 
one in fifty of these were from genu- 
ine investors The remainder, he

DISHASDS OF PRUIT TREES, 


The black knot» frequently seen on 
pluins, sour cherries, including wild 
cherry trees, are produced by aq fun 
During the summer this fungus 
bears one kind of spore, and in late 
winter or carly spring another, 
Chese . spores aro carried by 3] 
Wind and grow where they find fav- | 
orable lodgment. Their growth on 
pluins and cherries irritates tho tis 
sues, Which swell and split the tark, 
thus exposing their in- 
terior, which later becomes sooty 
black, 

The only satisfactory treatment is 
preventive, The method generally 
recommended is to cut out and burn 
all knots found during winter and 
early spring, and again during May 
and June. This requires but little 
time, Wild cherries and plum trees 
in fence rows which are infested 
should be cut down and burned, 

Pear blight or fire blight is due to 
a kind of bacteria which gains en- 
trance to the tissues of pear, apple 
ana quince trees, and protluces the 
‘brown or black leaves seen in the 
oarly part of the growing season, In- 
sects are said to be tho prinsipal 
disseminators of this blight, because 
they have been seen feeding upon the 
exuded juices of affected trees, and 
also visiting the flowers or wounds 
through which entrance is believed 
to bo gained. Speaking of this 
blight, Prof. W. B. Alwood, former- 
ly of tho Virginia experiment sla- 
tion, says: 

For many yeors we relied upon 
cutting out tho infected parts as 
soon ag discovered., If this is rigor- 
ously done, and osyecially if the 
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in this way and kept in o profitable 
healthy condition. TI always trim 
my peach trees in March, 
cominercial fertilizers and wood ash- 
es, I use no barnyard manure of 
any kind in young orchards, I usual- 
ly get from 25 to 75 centa yer 
bushel more for my fruit on the 
local markets than some of my 
neighbors who do not give their or- 
chards extra attention. 


HORSE TALK, 


The collar ig a thing a horse must 
wear all day, when at work, Not 
only that, he must pull against that 
collar all the time while doing his 
work; so it should fit the shoulders 
as perfectly as possible. 

It is easy to make a horse's shoul- 
ders sore in a wery short time if he 
is compelled to wear a poorly-fitting 
collar. 

‘The experiment of feeding molasses 
to horses has been found to be eco- 
nomical and very efiective in many 
cases. 

Yor the morning feed for heavy 
work horses, give one quart of mo- 


trees are carefully gone over after 
growth ceases in tho fall and every 
bit of blight wood taken out, the 
disease is greatly checked, This 
work is exceedingly laborious, and I 
have had the blight steadily pro- 
in spite of just such efforts, 
About four years ago it occurred to 
me to try stimulation with a view 
of rendering the tissues resistant. 
This was attempted in 1901 on a 
couple thousand trees, with good re- 
sults, and was ropeated and other 
trees included in 1902 and 1903. 
Thus far the effect has beer remark- 
able. ‘Trees which had been literal- 
ly cut to pieces in removing blight 
wood were saved, 

Two trees in the experiment on 
which the blight had extended to 
the trunk, so as to leave scarcely 
any live tissue, havo lived through 
the Jast two years against all  ex- 
pectations. All trees whero blight 
had not extended to the trunk were 
gaved. Since beginning this treat- 
mont, no cutting of blight wood has 
been allowed, except that hero and 
there an entirely dead limb hea been 
removed. The treatment has been 
by use of acid phosphate, 14 per 
cent., two parts, muriate of potash, 
50 per cent,, one part, mixed and 
applied freely over the soil about 
the trees, From five to 15 ‘pounds 
have been used, according to size 
and condition of trees treated. We 
make the application before the buds 
push, and work it into the soil, but 
further than this, leave the trees 
wholly uncultivated. 


CARE OF THE ORCHARD. 


Some of my neighbors have a 
great deal of trouble with theft or- 
chards, writes Mr. Henry Flater, 
Some winter-kill, others suffer on ac- 
count of wet seasons, others are hurt 
by drouth, while many trees are de- 
stroyed by rabbits and meadow mice 
in the winter. This last injury is 
most severe where there is a heavy 
snowfall or where growers use heavy 
coverings of straw around their 
young trees. One of my neighbors 
lost- his wholo orchard a fow years 
ago by allowing sod to grow around 
his trees and mulching with light 
straw manuro which had been used 
for bedding the horses. 

Seven years ago this spring IT 
planted 1,000 apple, pear, peach and 
plum trees, Up to tho present time 
IT have not lost a single tree from 
any of the causes mentioned above. 
I have all sorts of land and conli- 
tions in my orchard, some being 
some low, same wet, some dry, somo 
clay soil and some black, All my 
trees are healthy. ‘To overcome the 
adverse conditions in wet seasons, 
T have tile-drained between gach row 
of trees. I cultivate from four to 
six times each scason with an 0x- 
tension head disk and spring-tooth 
harrow. T have it on runners to 
keop it from jumping and bouncing 
and barking the trees when harrow- 
ing close to them. T lave levers on 
each 90 that I can harrow deeply or 
shallowly and keep my orchard free 
from all grass and weeds. My aim 
is not to allow enough grass to 
grow in which a rabbit or mouse 
can hide. The cost of cultivating is 
not a9 much as one might think, One 
man and a team will harrow about 
ten acres per day. 

My peach crop consists of quantity 
and quality, and prices at least

Ao ane to 
DOUBLE SETS OF NERVES. 


Remarkable Discovery by a Brit- 
ish Scientist. 

A London despatch says: The Mar- 
shall Hall prize, given every five 
years by the Royal Medical Sociaty, 
Ras been awarded to Henry Head, 
for an important discovery of the 
workings of the nervous system. 
Prof. Head had the sensory nerves 
of his arm divided and then he 
Watched the sensations that followed. 
Then he had the nerves reunited by 


stitching, and he watched the  pro- 
gress of recovery. ‘The result Was 
that he discovered that there are 


two distinct sets of sensory nerves. 
One conveys the sensations of pain, 
heat and cold, and the other, the 
sensations of touch and also enables 
one to localize the sensations accur- 
ately. The healing power of the skin 
depends entirely on the former.

Twenty-tive distinct languages are 
employed, commencing with Hindu- 
stani and Bengali, spoken by 87 and 
44 millions respectively; Telugu by 
more than 20 millions, Mahrathi and 
Punjabi by nearly as many, and so 
on—nineteen languages, spoken each 
by more than qa million. till you 
come to sich outlandish tongues as 
Karen, Mundari, Tulu, Oraon, and 
Khand—even these equal the tongues 
of more than the total English- 
speaking there. ; 

THE AVERAGE BRITON 


would be about as comfortable in 
his use of the Maori tongue as_ in 
his attempt to converse in the whist- 
ling language of the aborigines of 
Malabar, or the drum-beaten syl- 
lables of certain races on the Congo. 
But serious obstacles have to be 
mastered by the man who carries the 
old flag far afield. 

Each new acquisition of territory 
represetits the addition of a new lan- 
guage to our already long list. When 
Sokoto and Kano fell, a couple of 
years ago, before the prowess of Col. 
Morland, we became possessed of not 
only a new language, but a new lit- 
erature. Here, in the midst of the 
desert, was a nation of semi-savages, 
bloodthirsty slave-raiders, with a 
rich and sonorous language . which, 
though perhaps known to scarcely a 
single white man, has been ‘reduced 
to writing this thousand years at 
least. The Kano language has a 
vocabulary of ten thousand words,

and though the natives were then 
still inaking slaves their pounds and 
shillings, ana cowrle-shells their 


pence, they had a literature rich in 
political and religious poems and na- 
tiva history. 

A man has need of something like 
five-and-twenty languages if he would 
be able to converse with all the 
Britons in Canada, Practicaily, it 
is like London on a wider scale. 

And really one is hardly worse off 
there than at home, for, as the re- 
turns show, there are in Scotland 
over 40,000 people who can speak 
only Gaelic; in Wales, half a million 
people who use but their native 
tongue; and, in Ireland, more than 
30,000 who express themselves only 
in FPrse.

over Utah, and has since increased 
in energy.

A third and final resource is inter-

A PRACE, CONFERENCE 
is arranged at which the terms on 
which hostilities are to cease are set- 
tled. There is much that appeals to 
the imagination in these meetings on 
an amicable footing of men who for 
months, or perhaps years, have been 
trying to compass each other's de- 
struction. What could be more dra- 
matic, even tragic, than that his- 
toric meeting between the inflexible 
“man of iron,’’ Bismarck, and the 
crushed Emperor, Napoleon IIl., 
which marked the conclusion of the 
Franco-German War; or that con- 
ference on the veldt when the gallant 
Boers, brought at last to bay, were 
compelled to throw up the sponge? 
But perhaps the most picturesque 
peace-meeting was that of Napoleon 
IT. and ‘Alexander, in 1807, which 
resulted in the Treaty of Tilsit. The 
conference was held on a raft moored 
midway in the stream of the River 
Niemen between banks thronged with 
soldiers and the inhabitants of Tilsit. 

Tt was ao day of supreme triumph 
for Napoleon, for it gave him king- 
doms for his brothers, and a day of

NO NERD OF INTER ERENCE, 

Count Kato, former Minister of 
Forciyn Affairs and former Minister 
to Great Britain, discussing the same 
question, said: “I do not think there 
will be any occasion for intervention, 
IT doubt if Russia has a fixed purpose 
and aim either to fight or to con- 
|clude peace. It seems to me that 
|the ultimate result is left to what- 
ever the future may bring to Russia. 
There seeins to be no pre-arranged 
plan. Should Russia be determined 
to hold Vladivostock, it would be to 
her advantage to conclude peace be- 
fore she loses it. But she shows no 
desire for peace, and her policy is 
devoid of any definite plan, so there 
can be no occasion for a third power 
to attempt intervention in the near 
future, Even the toss of Vladivo- 
jstock might not prompt Russia to 
seck peace, She could go on retreat- 
ing indefinitely, hoping thereby to ex- 
haust us. We might take Harbin 
and go further north, but Russia 
should continue her policy of  re-

Should Russia ask for peace we 
shall insist on an unconditional ar- 
mistico and when the negotiations are 
opened we shall require Russia to 
return Manchuria to China, recog- 
nize our suzcrainty over Korea, cede 


Sakhalin to us, remove permanently 
the fortifications of Viaaivostock and 
pay an indemnity of at least two 
billion yen ($1,000,000,000.) 
“SUCH LIBERAL TERMS.” 

Such liberal terms will afford no 
occasion for intervention. The scene 
of hostilities in Manchuria being 
without any special interest to the 
powers none of them will be promp- 
ted to take action to stop the war. 
On the contrary the war is affording 
a lucrative trade to some of them in 
supplying materials for war. Looked 
at from a diplomatic standpoint Ger- 
many, seeing our castern danger les- 
sened by the war and Russia gradu- 
ally weakened, will naturally enter- 
tain the hope of further reduction in 
the strength of her formidable neigh- 
bor. 

England will feel satisfaction over 
the blows dealt by her ally to her 
traditional foe. The United States, 
much as she sympathizes with us, 
will not welcome an excessive de- 
velopment. of Japan’s power lest it 
should cause future trouble, and 
would not view with disfavor the 
gradual weakening of both com- 
batants. France alone must be sin- 
cerely desirous of seeing the war ter- 
minate, but single-handed she can do 
nothing to cause any change. Both 
the present and the future, to my 
mind and view, afford no sign of the 
possibility of intervention, and I am 
prepared to say that the time has 
not yet come to talk of peace. In 
fact, there never will be ap occasion 
for intervention and the war will 
last long. 

The next party of Russians to leave 
Port Arthur for Chefoo will include

Such medicines as formalin, iodo- 
form, oil of cinnamon and other es- 
sential oils, which are fatal to the 
tubercle bacillus, have proved of 
only small effect when administered 
in the ordinary way, because the 
drug could never act directly upon 
the lungs. 

By the new method, however, the 
medicine is injected into the veins 
and the blood going to the lungs to 
receive ai fr supply of oxygen, 
carries the remedial ent there di- 
rect. 

In the Leeds House for Consump- 
tives only serious cases are taken 
which cannot be sent to the sana- 
tarium outside the city; but one of 
the patients, whose veins have been 
injected daily with fodoform, has 
mado a romarkable improvement, 
and is sufficiently recovered to be 
sont to the sanitarium,

phy, of the Morth London Wospital, 
Hampstead, who has had striking! 
results in some cases, though in the) 
whole thy effect is not likely to be, 
revolutionary,

ANOTHER WAR? 


Russian Activity on the Frontier 
of Afghanistan. 


Russia's aggressive policy on the 
Afghan frontier continues. A new 
branch line of railway is now being 
constructed from Samarkand to 
Termes, on the River Oxus, opposite 
Balkh, which will be completed with- 
in a year. 

Balkh, in Afghan ‘Turkistan, is 
about 18 days’ journey from Kabul, 
across the mountais, though in a 
straight line the distance is not 
above 200 miles, 

New military roads are also being 
made towards various points on the 
Afghan frontier, and in spite of her 
need of troops in Manchuria, her 
forces have not been depleted in this 
part of the world, They amount to 
five army corps, or about 200,000 
men, 

Preparations are now in progress 
which clearly indicate that after the 
conclusion of peace Russia intends to 
endeavor to rehabilitate her shatter- 
ed prestige by a movement south- 
ward. No invasion of India is pro- 
jected, but the opinion prevails that 
she proposes to cross the Upper 
Oxus, and occupy Northern Afghanis- 
tan to the line of the Hindu Kush, 
to seize Herat and occupy Khoras- 
san, and to make her influence su- 
preme in Teheran and Northern Per- 
sia, 

This program could be carried out 
even now without the slightest dif- 
ficulty, and without the possibility 
of its being prevented by Great Bri- 
tain. Russia would make at present 
no further advance beyond that  in- 
dicated, and if Great Britain active- 
ly resented Mussia’s action, she 
would have to operate far from her 
bases. It remains for the Imperial 
Government to decide promptly what 
policy is to be pursucd when the in- 
evitable advance occurs. 

This, it is thought, will constitute 
the first great move of Russia  to- 
wards the Persian Gulf, and will pre- 
pare the way for the ultimate chal- 
lenge of British supremacy in India.

he Queensboro Poisoning Case. 


Government Detective has Warrant 
Issued for Mrs. Diamond —Mother- 
in-law Charged with Murder of 
Young Wife. 


Interest in the Queensboro poison- 
se was revived last weck by the 
"08 of Government Detective 
Murray for seyeral days, and the re- 
sult was that on Saturday an informa- 
tion was sworn out against Mrs. Wim, 
Diamond by Wm. Henry, charging 
her with poisoning his danghter, Mrs. 
Harry iamond, «and Magistrate 
Wood, of this village, issued a war- 
rant for the arvest of the accused. 

It has been clearly established by 
the post-mortem that young Mrs, 
Harry Diamond met ber death by 
strychnine poison, She was 24 years 
of age, had been married four yed 
and the testimony of the neighbors is 
that she was happily married and 
greatly attached to her husband and 
two little children, 

The fatal dose of salts which the 
young woman took on the morning of 
January 28th were left in the pantry 
over night, of which fact her mother- 
in-law was cognizunt. The poison re- 
cord book of Druggist Atkins, of 
Madoc, showed that the mother-in-law 
had bought fivecents’ worth of strych- 
nine from him in 1902, although she 
has denied emphatically that she ever 
purchased poison in her life. The 
amount would be sufficient to kill two 
adults, 

Inspector Murray left Madoc with 
the warrant on Saturday to consult 
with County Crown Attorney Ander-

WILL ARREST MRS, DIAMOND, 


The Globe of Tuesday says :—Inspec- 
tor John Murray, who was at the 
Parliament buildings consulting with 
the Deputy Attorney-General in re- 
gard to the Lloyd and Diamond cases, 
inquests into which are now proceed- 
ings at Belleville, returned to the lat- 
ter city last night. He stated that no 
arrest had been made in the Diamond 
case, in which the death of Mrs, 
Harry Diamond, of Elzevir, near 
ueensboro, from strychnine poison- 
ing, is under investigation.

She 
was brought to Madoc in custody of 
the loewl constables, and at 10 o'clock 
this (Thursday) morning appears be- 
fore Mr. A. F. Wood, J. P., for pre- 
liminary examination, The case is 
not decided as we go to press, but it 
is evident from the mass of evidence 
presented by the detective that she 
will be sent on for trial.

It is important at this sea- 
son of the year that at least 2 inch- 
es be removed every day, as the 
warm Weather causes a very rapid 
fernyentation and sour silage is not a 
desirable feed. 

If it is possible to provide a dark 
shed, where the cows may go in the 
middle of the day and avoid the sun 
and flies, it is a most profitable pro- 
vision. Most dairymen find it de- 
sirable to continue the grain ration 
throughout the summer, reducing the 
quantity when the grass is flush and 
lessening the proportion of corn and 
other heating feeds. 

Most cow owners have something 
on the farm which they can feed to 
supplement pasture. The important 
thing is to do it. Do not allow the 
cows to shrink, as a shrinkage of 
two or three pounds a day is not 
merely a loss for the time being, but 
is very much less throughout the re- 
mainder of the season. Make your 
plans now to prevent this loss. Have 
a patch of corn where it is the least 
trouble to get it to the cows. Every- 
onecan at least do this.

PLANTING CORN. 


Having secured good seed froin 
some reliable firm who make a speci- 
ality of handling corn, mark; the land 
out in squares from three feet six 
inches to three feet eight inches apart 
and plant from three to tive grains 
in every square. If planting by hand 
drop the way the land was marked 
tho first time, so as to drop the 
grain exactly in the crossing. Any 
one who has dropped corn or cover- 
ed, following the way the marker was 
last used> will have noticed that the 
tendency is to drop on the further 
side of the crossing, and in coming 
back again the same tendency occurs, 
and the corn, instead of being in a 
straight line, will be zig-zag, and 
form a row from six to ten inches 
wide. If using a planter stick it in 
the corner of the loose earth, always 
using the same corner, say the north- 
west or the south-west, then when 
the field is finished there will be

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WRAPPER IS WEIGHED IN. 


British Public Buy Paper and 
String For Tea and Sugar. 


“In one year the British’ public 
bought 5,089,618 pounds of paper 
and string as tea.’ y 

Thus Baillie Thomson, a Govan 
magistrate, in denouncifg the anom- 
alies which exist under the Weights 
and Measures Act, at the annual 
meeting of the Incorporated Society 
of Inspectors of Weights and Meas- 
ures held in London recently. 

It was an extraordinary position, 
he said, that while a trader who 
used unjust weights and scales was 
lable to prosecution, the act did not 
empower an inspector to take any 
cognizance of a deficiency in weight 
in the actual goods ordered by and 
delivered to a purchaser. 

Under the packet system, now 50 
prevalent, in which tea, sugar, and 
other commodities were made up in- 
to pound packets and were not 
weighed in the presence of the cus- 
tomer, much that was fraudulent, he 
declared, went on daily. 

“It is the poor,”’ said Mr. Thom- 
son, “who are the chief sufferers, but 
60 long as- a trader keeps his 
Weights and scales correct it is al- 
most impossible to prosecute him 
successfully for frauds of this char- 
acter.’’ 

Mr. Spencer, the chief officer of the 
Public Control Committee of the 
Loncon County Council, had stated 
that the purchaser of a pound of tea 
very often received only 164 ounces, 
the remaining half-ounce being repre- 
sented by paper and string. 

This was a emall matter in the in- 
dividual ease, but, taking figures in 
the aggregate, the deficiency reached 
the enormous total quoted by Baillie 
Thomson.

IN EVERY CONDITION. 

It may be that an early shot would 
hit a ‘funnel and thus lessen the 
speed; it may be that her bow would 
‘tbe injured and would sink; or it may 
be that her steering gear would be 
injured, and in each case the gunner 
should be so expert as to adjust au- 
tomatically his firing to suit the 
changed circumstances. By various 
ingenious instruments he has these 
conditions reproduced during his 
practico. 

He is first taught how to load by 
means of the ‘‘loading tray,’’ and 
4t is marvellous with what rapidity 
100-pound shots can be run through 
a dummy gun, the sponge inserted 
each time, and the charge Flaced In 
Position and fired. When he has be- 
come an expert member of a gun's 
crew, every man having an exact po- 
sition in which to stand and an ox- 
act duty to perform, so that the 
whole body of men work together 
with unerring swiftness and surpris- 
ing co-operation, then he passes on 
to learn how to shoot straight, and 
makes the acquaintance of the *‘dot- 
ter,” the swinging target, the 
“‘knocker-out,’’ ete. Gunnery has 
been raised to a sport. It arouses 
the men’s enthusiasm, and they go 
through the course with verve, end 
enjoy the constant practice as much 
as an oarsman enjoys the trials. 

RIVALRY BETWEEN SHIPS. 

Probably the secret of the progress 
made of late in naval gunnery may 
be traced largely to the fact that 
under the new conditions it leads to 
emulation between guns’ crews and 


guns’ crews, and between ship ané 
ship. The seamen of to-day are 
sportsmen. The man who has not 


a sporting instinct is not much good 
in the navy, and the gunnery officer 
who is not a born leader of men, 
capable of encouraging and moulding 
this capacity, might be better ¢m- 
ployed ashore. 

Under the regime at Whale Island 
men’s minds are not muddled with 
theory which they do not under- 
stand. The object of the training is 
to teach them to shoot. The motto 
of Whale Island now is ‘‘Practice is 
the road to good gunnery, and holes 
in the target make the man.’’ 

RECORD-BREAKING. 

What is the result of this method 
of training? The other day a party 
of men went 
course in the cruiser Narcissus, the 
tender to Whale Island, and the cap- 
tain reported “a great improve- 
ment’ in the shooting, due, of 
course, to the system. ‘“‘This was 
noticeable,’ added Captain Story, 
who was in command of the Narcis- 
sus, “‘not only in the improved ac- 
curacy anc! rapidity of fire, but in 
the general co-operation of guns’ 
The last 600 rounds of 6- 
inch were fred at a rate of eight 
shots per minute, with splendid ac- 
curacy, A. Hollinghurst, A.B., mak- 
ing seven hits out of ten shots on a 
target 6 feet by 8S feet, at a varying 
distance between 1,500 and 1,600 
yards.”’

Note printing is one of the high 
skilled trades hie still is a Bi iad 
monopoly of the city of London. It 
has always been so, and the great 
banks of the world come to tho en- 
gravers and printers ef London to 
have their notes or their plates 
made. They turn out the most beau- 
tiful printing in Europe. Somo of it 
is of the most complicated descrip- 
tion, and in this fact lies its great 
safety. 

Tho steel plate itself is the work 
of many hands and many brains, 
When the main design has been de- 
cided upon the parts of the picture 
have to be given over to several 
engravers, cach of whom is skilled 
in one branch of his art and could 
not exchange his part with any of 
the others. One is an architectural 
engraver, and with a fine needle he 
labors for weeks in the effort to 
convey to the metal a perfect

Another, with skill of quite a differ- 
ent sort, makes portraits, a third 
scenery, while a fourth fashions the 
letters. Still others contrive corner 
Pieces; and then there is the machine 
engraver, which is more wonderful 
still, for the machine does work so 
fine that no human hand can imitate 
it. s 

The complicated work of t 
which you see on the back and front 
of Scotch and foreign notes is 
minute that the camera cannot cffec~ 
tively copy it. To reproduce with 
photography on zinc it is mecessary 
to employ acid, and the acid would 
eat away these fine lines. The work 
is done by a machine which is made 
on the principal of the pantograph. 
It seems to consist of a multitude of 
wheels and eccentrics, and apparatus 
for guiding and checking the needle 
and seeding it in new directions at 
all sorts of unexpected angles and 
curves. ' 

‘After the design has been worked 
out on the machine in accordance 
with the secret code, which is kept 
by the proprietor locked in the safe, 
the machine does the work itself, if 
the operator will go on turning the 
driving crank slowly and steadily. 
The plan is taken out with numbers, 
which represent the wheels and the 
code of figures, showing the work 
which is to be done by each wheel, 
and how it comes into play. But 
the operator cannot know that sec- 
ret. The machine simply goes on in 
its own way, and the least slacken- 
ing of any of the parts will put it 
all out. A workman cannot repair 
the error, for he does not know the 
code, and the whole work will be 
spoiled until the master comes along 
and resets the wheels and other 
parts in their proper order. — 

Only a small part of the design is 
worked out by this delicate machine 
—just enough to give representation 
of the pattern. ‘Then that portion is 
stamped on soft steel, which is hard-

If he had the machine it would 
tako years to work out the secret 
combination of figures which make 
any particular Lay There are 
only threo or four 0 these machines 
in the world. Then for his design, 
in the shape of portraits and archi 
tecture and scenery and lottering, he 
would want a combination of four 
or more engravers of high ability 
and bad character, which would be 
as hard to come by as the machine. 
It cannot be done. 
But the English note is protected 
by none of these things. Its letter- 
ing and general design can be copied 
quite easily by the camera, and a 
good plate reproduced on zinc for 
printing. It can be photographed on 
stone, and the printing is ready at 
once if the forger can get paper of 
the right sort.

Addresses by two medical men, set- 
ting forth in particularly startling 
form the ravages of consumption or 
tuberculosis in London and also in 
Treland, are published in the British 
Medical Journal, 
Dr. Arthur Latham, a great auth- 
ority on the subject of consumption, 
puts the London case in this form:— 

“Eight thousand persons dic an- 
nually in this city of consumption; 
it is said that another 8,000 die of 
other forms of tuberculosis; there- 
fore, 16,000 victims are Sacrificed 
year by year. For every man who 
dies there are five others who are 
certainly, though slowly, succumbing 
to this disease, 

“There are in London 40,000 per- 
sons suffering from consumption; if 
all forms of tuberculosis are includ- 
ed, the number is not less than 80,- 
000.""

Vice-Admiral Sinovi Petrovitch Ro- 
jestvensky, whom the hop of 
Russia rested, is about fift 
years of age, and was personally ap 
pointed to the command of the Bal 
tic fleet by the Czar 

The appointment was made because 
of the thoroughness with which he 
had done his work as chief of the 
Headquarters Naval Staff and the 
head of the Intelligence Department 
of the Russian Navy. He was regard- 
the most efficient offi- 
cers in the service. He distinguished 
himself during the Turkish-Russian 
war in 1877, by attacking a Turkish 
ironclad with the little gunboat 
Vesta,

While on this duty 
he closely studied the organization 
and equipment of the British Navy. 

Upon his return to Russia he was 
given command of the cruiser Viad- 
imir Monomach, which foundered in 
Korea Straits, after

manded the battleship 
which was destroyed at Port Arthur, 

He was Admiral Alexieff's second in 
command during the Japanese war 
on China, and his familiarity with 
the waters of China and Japan in- 
fluenced the Czar in giving him com- 
mand of the Baltic fleet. 

Roj 
a rear-admiral in 1902, made an 
aide-de-camp of the Czar and given 
charge of the Naval Headquarters 
Stal at St. Petersburg. He remain- 
ed on this duty until assigned to the 
command of the Baltic fleet. 

His appointment last summer to 
command the second Pacific squad- 
ron created no jealousy, as he was 
recognized as the most fitting man. 
Other high-ranking officers did not 
seck the command _ because of the 
dangers attending the taking of a 
great fleet 17,000 miles to the far 
east. 

Given the command, Rojestvensky 
never faltered. He appreciated the 
difficulties he would encounter, but, 
believing implicitly in his own abil- 
ity, he announced on assuming com- 
mand that he would take his fleet 
through if he had to involve every 
neutral ower along the route in 
war. 

His friemds in the service, though 
they believed in him, did not like 
him. This caused Rojesvensky no 
worry, as he had been accustomed to 
working out his own salyation, Self- 
reliant, he organized and personally 
superintended the equipping of his 
fleet. 

In the navy he was known as an 
absolute dictator. He was not a 
mah of many words or friendships. 
His only diversions were long swims, 
which he took alone, and solitary 
cruises in a small yacht, which . he 
could manage himself. 

He was not popular among his of- 
ficers. They said they could never 
do anything to please him. Bitterly 
sarcastic and ironical in his reports 
and reprimands, he was impartial in 
publicly criticising officers and men, 
There was none of the bluff heart- 
iness always associated with a sca- 
man about Rojestvensky. He never 
failed to punish for a fault, yet nev- 
er expressed approval of anything 
well. done. 


SAILORS LIKED HIM. 


The sailors of the navy liked Ro- 
jestvensky, although he was uncom- 
municative, reserved and unappre- 
ciative to them. He was a redresser 
of grievances, zealously guarding any 
right or liberty of his own men from 
interference by another. Had he liv- 
ed between decks instead of in the 
Admiral’s cabin he would have been 
a first-rate ‘‘sea lawyer.’ 
He did not do this because of great 
regard for his men, but because he 
believed they had certain rights, 
and that if deprived of them it in- 
terfered with their doing their duty. 
He personally inspected the sailors’ 
uniforms, their hammocks, and tast- 
ed their food, for the same reasons. 
If everything was not right, and it 
was the Government’s fault, he 
never ceased referring to it in his 
official reports until the matter was 
rectified, 

Neatness of person and immacu- 
late uniforms he considered ag essen- 
tial as seamanship and gunnery. He 
was always irreproachably uniformed 
and insisted upon his officers and 
men following his example. It was 
jnothing unusual for Rojestvensky, in 
| full uniform, wearing all his decora- 
| tions, to visit the engine-rooms of 
his’ warship, or the mess hall, and 
spend hours picking his way among 
| sooty bags of coal or greasy cases 
| of meat, inspecting in the hope of 
finding something wrong.

One of the greatest naval battles 

in history has been fought, and ano- 
ther hero has taken his place 
amongst the great naval chiefs of all 
time. Admiral Togo, about whom: so 
much has been written and about 
whom so little is known, is natur 
ally a reserved man and does not 
pose. Unostentatious, quiet, devoted | 
to his profession, he is an excellent 
2e of the Japanese officer. 
Sut his quietness must not be mis- 
understood, Underneath it all is the 
determination of a Wellington and 
the quick thought of a Nelson. 

Togo has been, compared to Nel- 
son, but no comparison is more ab- 
surd, Nelson was magne rest- 
less, impulsive, and in a sense senti- 
mental, though eminently practical 
when in sight of the enenyy, Togo is 
reserved, plain, patient, common- 
place, but wonderfully resolute. 

As is commonly known, Togo re- 
ceived the whole of his naval educa- 
tion at Greenwich, England. He dis 
tinguished himself while there for 
his assiduity in study, and his com- 
plete devotion to his work. In this 
he was entirely Japanese, for appli- 
cation is the most prominent trait of 
the Wastern nations.

THE MIKADO’S PRECEPTS. 


Emperor of Japan Issued Them 
to His Army. 


On the walls of the barracks, on 
the sides of the tents, at the foot 
of every Japanese soldier’s cot 
jhangs a printed copy of seven moral 
precepts. ‘THe Emperor of Japan is 
supposed to be the author, At any 
rate, he, as genctal-in-chief, issued 
them to his army. 
the soldier sees on retiring, the first 
thing to greet his eyes when he 
awakes, are these precepts. 

Every morning after roll-call an of- 
ficer of cach company reads the pre- 
cepts to his men. Then he makes 
the mem recite them in concert, and 
afterward calls upon individual sol- 
diers to repeat them, 

In barracks the officers drill the 
men in the knowledge of the precepts, 
and explain them in detail, illustrat- 
ing their explanations with examples 
drawn from history. Deeds of Wash- 
ington, Alexander, Caesar, Napoleon, 
Grant and other famous commanders 
are related, that the soldiers may 
know the precepts in practical ap- 
plication as well as in theory. 
Baron Kaneko, a Japanese states- 
man Who recently visited this coun- 
try on a  contidential mission, as- 
serts that the personal valor of the 
Jatanese soldiers is due to the prac- 
tice of the seven precepts. Here 
they are, as translated by Baron 
Kaneko from the Mikado’s edict: 

“To be sincere and loyal and guard 
against untruthfulness. 

“To respect superiors, keep true 
to comrades and guard against law* 
lessness and insolence. 

“To obey the command of super- 
iors, irrespective of its nature, and 
never to resist or disregard it. 

“To ,rize bravery and courage and 
be diligent in the performance of 
duties, and guard against cowardice 
and timidity. 

“To boast not of brutal courage, 
and neither quarrel with nor insult 
others, which will incite general hat-

BATTLESHIP RIDDLED,

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MARKET FOR OUR CIDER, 


Large Export Trade With Britain 
Is Possible.

ONTARIO ORPHANAGES, 

The preventive work carried on by 
tho Children’s Aid Societies, under 
tho direction of Mr, J. J, Kelso, is 
nowhere more clearly shown than in 
tho statistics for the orphanages of 
the Province.

Discussing Seeds—Farmers’ Institute 
Elect Officers. 


The farmers seed meeting held on 
the 15th was not a success, as the 
Diamond trial and the Cheese Board 
were held at thesame hour.

Damage by Lightning. 


Huntingdon Farmer Loses i2 Cattle— 
Houses and Barns Damaged. 


Sunday afternoon’s storm of wind, 
rain, thunder and lightning was the 
worst experienced in this section for 
years. While quite severe, however, 
around Madoc, most of the damage 
was done in Huntingdon, Rawdon and 
further south, 

A farmer named Robert Roy, living 
near West Huntingdon, had twelve

Another farmer named Reid, living 
near Moira, had his house struck by 
Heb waine but the fire was put out, 
Throughout that township and Tyen- 
dinaga much damage was done by 
the blowing down ot fences and light 
buildings as well as grain. 

The dwellings of W, Mosher, at 
Springbrook, and, R, Robinson, Ridge 
Road, were struck by lightning and 
badly damaged, but fortunately none 
of the inmates were hurt. The Mosh- 
er house was struck seyeral times in 
the course of a few minutes. 

In Trenton the storm was very

Investigated. 


Little wonder that intense excite- 
ment marked the opening of the pre- 
liminary examination in Madoc on 
Thursday morning last, before A, FE. 
Wood, »,, of Mrs, Wm, Diamond, 
charged with murder. Whatis known

fortunately is not often witnessed in 
a quiet Canadian community, 

As 10 o'clock, when Magistrate 
Wood took his seat, the Town Hall 
was crowded to the doors, and nen, 
women and children sweltered in the 
heat for two hours before the adjourn- 
ment for dinner, The countryside 
was out in full force, sympathy being 
apparently about equally diyided be- 
tween the family of the young wife so 
suddenly cut off, and her husband and 
children, and, on the other hand, of 
the grey-haired mother accused, 
County Crown Attorney Anderson of 
Belleville, has charge of the case, 
backed up* by Inspector Murray, 
while the prisoner was defended by 
S. Masson, of Belleville, and W, J, 
Moore, of Madoc, 


HUSBAND'S TESTIMONY. 


Harry Diamond, husband of the de- 
ceased, wasexamined and his evidence 
bore out what has already been known 
to the public. On the evening of the 
28th of February, his wife prepared a 
dose of salts for him, but he decided 
to take another medicine and the salts 
remained in the pantry over night. 
In the morning his wife, not feeling 
very well, said she would take the 
salts, and did so, In afew minutes 
she complained of cramps and called 
for his assistance, went into convul- 
sions, getting worse and worse even 
after the doctor arrived, and died in 
great agony in less than six hours. 
The witness gave no opinion only the 
bare facts, but stated that his wife 
before her death said she was afraid 
some one had put something in the 
salts. He testified, nowever, that his 
mother had often quarrelled with his 
wife, and had said she did not want 
her in the house. His examination 
lasted until nearly 12 o'clock, when 
the Court adjourned for dinner, 


STRYCHNINE SURE, 


Dr. Sutton. coroner of Madoc, gave 
evidence, principally relating to the 
post-mortem examination. He read 
the report of Pro. Ellis, that enough 
strychnine had been found to cause 
death, In answer to the crown 
attorney, Dr. Sutton said that he was 
at the Diamond home shortly after 
young Mrs, Diamond’s death, and he 
had no hesitation in saying then that 
death was caused from strychnine 
poisoning. 


MES. DELYEA’S STORY, 


Mrs. Irvine Delyea was the first wit- 
ness culled when the hearing was re- 
sumed. She lives on the next farm to 
the Diamonds, On February 28 Mrs. 
Diamond called from outside, and wit- 
ness went tothe door, Mrs, Diamond 
said that ‘Min was sick,” and asked 
for Dr. Croft. As she was passing 
again about twenty minutes later wit- 
ness told her that Irvine was gone. 
She asked thather mother, Mrs, Henry, 
be notified, and then went back home. 
Witness went over after Mrs, Diamond 
was dead, 

Irvine Delyea, husband of the pre- 
vious witness, had gone for the doctor 
and requested his attendance. The 
doctor had another patient in the 
town, and did not go immediately, 
He went to the Diamond homestead 
and saw deceased. who was in conyul- 
sions, She wanted to yomit and could 
not. He mixed some mustard and 
gave it tothe elder Diamond woman, 
who took it up, When she returned 
witness asked if she had taken the 
mustard, and the prisoner replied, 
‘No, she couldn't.” After the burial 
the old lady had called him to the 
fence one day and asked him what 
was the matter with Harry; be was 
throwing slurs at her, He understood 
that the two women were not on 
friendly terms, but his information 
was of the hearsay variety, ‘The 
knowledge he had he got from Mrs, 
Diamond a year before her death. 


OTHER NEIGHBORS TESTIFY. 


Adam Roushorn lives a quarter of 
a mile from the scene of the tragedy. 
On the occasion of the first inquest he 
had gone to the Diamond home and 
found the old lady in bed ill, He 
brought two doctors,Sutton and Croft, 

Robert Sager recalled Harry's mar- 
riage, but could not say whether their 
relations in the home were friendly or 
not. He, too, had found the old lady 
in bed on the morning after the night 
she spent away from home. She com- 
plained that she was very ill. 

Mrs, Ellen Sager, mother of the pre- 
yious witness, knew the victim all her 
life, She had heard that the rolations 
in the family were not friendly, Mrs. 
Diamond had spoken bad names of the 
young wife to her, 

Mrs, Charles R speaking of the 
occasion on which Mrs, Diamond was 
said to be out all night, swore that 
she had gone to the house the next 
morning. ‘The old lady was in bed, 
and was wet through, being out io the 
storm, Part of her clothes were still 
on, und it seemed as though she had 


fallen into a pool of water. Rain

LW. J, Atkins, a former Madoe drug- 
gist, gave evidence that his register 
showed that on July 8, 1902, Mrs, Dia- 
mond had purchased fiye cents’ worth 
Such aquantity would 
be fatal. The register was now in the 
custody of Mr. W. P. J. Alexander, to 
whom the business had been sold, 

Mr. Alexander was called. He had 
tested the salts taken from the Dia- 
mond house, but found no traces of 
strychnine in it. The salts were old, 
which would account for oxidation, 
but it would not degenerate into a 
poison, 


MOTHER OF THE VICTIM, 


The mother of the victim, Mrs. Wm. 
Henry, said that the young couple 
agreedwell. Her daughter camefhome 
at times, and her husband would come 
after her. This occurred a great many 
times. Before her daughter died she 
asked her how much salts she had 
taken. She said just two spoonfuls, 
The bottle was on the table when she 
came in, and Mrs. Diamond, the elder, 
said, ‘‘There are the salts that she 
took.” The night preceding the in- 
quest Harry came to her house with 
the baby at 12.30, 

To Mrs. Charlotte Declair, who next 
gave evidence, Mrs. Diamond had 
spoken of Minnie’s death, and she 
asked if she was going to take the 
children. She said that she would 
take the baby for a few days, and was 
sorry that the children were left 
motherless so young. Mrs, Diamon 
pee suid, ‘‘ Yes, but it was not their 
ault.” 


CROWN ATTORNEY'S REVIEW. 


Crown Attorney Anderson said that 
Dre. Croft's evidence as a connecting 
link was desirable, but it would mean 
delay and some expense if he had to 
be present. If the Magistrate was 
prepared to close the case without 
this evidence he had completed his 
case for the purpose of this examin- 
ation. A portion of Dr. Croft's state- 
ment was then admitted. Mr. Ander- 
son briefly’ reviewed the circum- 
stances. There weve three possibil- 
ities: it was either an accident, a de- 
sign of the yictim, or some one else, 
She had no motive for desiring to 
end that happy relationship with her 
husband, Her youth and youth's 
overwhelming desire to live disposed 
of the theory of suicide. She had 
never been knownto suggest it. Was 


it an accident? the dishes used were 


those used every day. The same cups, 
the family pantry. He took the oil 
and is alive, while she took the salts 
and died. She had declared that she 
would take the salts in the morning. 
Only the son and mother was there 
and overheard her resolution. She 
was the protector of his children, and 
he needed her, but there is no reason 
why the mother might commit the 
deed. She wished the wife away, a 
statement fortified by Mr, Sager's 
evidence, » No other person had been 
shown to have to have any poison but 
Mrs. Diamond. Strychnine was in 
her possession, and that was the 
specific poison this young woman died 
of. When she denied that she ever 
purchased poison he asked, ‘* Why 
this untruth” At the inquest Mrs. 
Diamond on ber oath had sworn that 
there had been no quarrels. Why 
this untruth? Why during themonths 
that intervened had the mother not 
expressed one word of sympathy for 
the son, who had just lost his wife 
under such unfortunate —circum- 
stances. If this woman was innocent 
it was a terrible thing that this accu- 
sation should hang over her head, 
and there should be a trial to establish 
her guilt or innocence. The interest 
of the public demanded that there 
should be a conclusive trial. 


MR, MASSON’S ARGUMENT. 


Mr, Masson submitted that there 
were no facts to put the woman on 
her trial, Clearly the woman, accord- 
ing to her eyidence, was dead, and 
died of strychnine poison, but this is 
no evidence that this woman admin- 
istered it, The sale of the poison was 
not recollected by the druggist, and 
there was nothing to show that it was 
got at all, fora wrong motive, and if 
she bad signed the register she would 
not have been mad enough to deny 
that she had purchased it, ‘''There is 
just as much suspicion against the 
son as against her,” declared Mr, 
Masson, “Siftit down, The son did 
not belieye there was anything serl- 
ous in their quarrels, A woman at 
this age,” he continued, * sentenced to 
jail for five months until her trial, 
was practically being sentenced to her 
death, for she would probably not 
live the flye months until she would 
be brought before a jury.” 


COMMITT ED FOR TRIAL. 


Magistrate Wood said that he was 
never more impressed with the re- 
sponsibility attached to the adrainis- 
tration of the criminal law. What- 
ever his personal impressions might 
be, he found himself confronted with 
two important facts. The aus 
woman had died, and she bad died 
under peculiar circumstances, — Sus- 
picion had fallen upon a person in the 
house, Should he dismiss this case, 
which had been accompanied with its 
suspicions and innuendos, what would 
the public say? For, after all, the 
public had rights in cases of this kind,

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THINNING APPLES. 


are all in grass I) 
quit cultivating. I usually cut 
grass ond leave it on the ground 
mulch, placing it the 
especially where they are not 
, writes N, 1, Cox, I apply 
what manure I can, where it is 
most necded, but have not used any 
fertilizer except in a very small way 
to try it, ond have never seen any 
difference in the results. I have 
thinned my apples for three years 
and am pleased with the results. We} 
thin most of the varieties, but some 
need it worse than others. We com- 
mence on the early varieties about 
June 1, and quit on the late ones 
in August. When the fruit is small 
it is difficult to get enough removed, 
When it gets larger it is easier to 
determine when it is properly thin- 
ned, On late apples most of the 
thinning should be done in June and 
July, and some more of the surplus 
can be taken off in August, when it 
can readily be seen if the trees are 
yet too full. We try to thin all 
bunches of fruit so as to leave just 
one specimen in a place, unless the 
bunches are far apart, when it may 
be best sometimes to leave two in a 
bunch, but the center one should be 
taken out, so that the other two 
will not touch each other, if it is 
possible to get them that way. 
Worms will often spoil both of them, 
if they hang together all summer. 
Hand picking is the only way to 
thin, and both hands must be used 
to keep from breaking the twigs off. 
All scabby, stung or wormy speci- 
mens should be remoyed first, and 
then thin out the small ones, What 
seems to be a fair setting of apples 
after being thinned in June will often 
show up twice as many in September 
as there should be 
FOR BEST RESULTS, 
T have had intelligent growers tell 
me that I was having twice a3 many 
picked off as there should have been 
when the fruit became ripe. The 
trees looked twice as full as they 
should have been. he tender-heart- 
ed grower would better give direc- 
tions to disinterested laborers about 
the thinning and go of and leave 
him to do the work. ‘The ground 
will look as if the trees had been 
stripped, but the results will be 
most satisfactory. The cost of 
thinning is very small, It need not 
usually be over 5 cents per barrel

It costs money to pick apples when 
they are ripe. If a fourth or half 
of them are picked in the summer 
when help is not so scarce, there 
would not be quite so much of a 
demand for pickers, and the work 
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and deliciousnoss 


would pump air pressure into a tank 
with a gasoline engine and then 
pump the liquid into it, that would 
be better than any gasoline power 
contrivance with which I am fami- 
liar. The pressure would be more 
even, and there would bo no danger 
of blowing something off in a hurry 
when the spray should be shut off 
or get stopped up, All the liquid 
is strained through a fine wire 
strainer to prevent the nozzles clog- 
ging. The lime water is run into 
the tank first in diluted form; fol- 
lowing this is the blue vitriol solu- 
tion, and then the others are added 
and stirred,

Secured by the old gravity process. 

The great problem for the farmer 
in the future is not how to produce 
larger crops but how to produce 
crops cheaper. While there are im- 
mense areas of fertile land still un- 
productive and vast areas of arid 
land that need only irrigation to 
bring into profitable cultivation, the 
successful farmer of the future will 
be the one who lessens the cost of 
production, rather than the one who 
extends his operations.

HAY FEVER REMEDIES. 
German Discoveries 
Proving Successful. 


Recent Are 


German sufferers from hay fever 
have tried to help their fellows and 
themselves by banding together in 
order to promote investigation into 
the causes of their troubles and to 
discover cures, if possible. As the hay 
fever season is just approaching, 
some account of the results of their 
enquiries may be welcome to Eng- 
lish sufferers, 

Pxperiments and experience have 
fairly established» the fact that hay 
fever is due to the pollen of grass, 
rye, etc., often intensified by dust 
and by sunshine. 

The dangerous period is from the 
middle of May to the end of July, 
varying according to locality; the 
actually dangerous time for any given 
Place lasts some five or six weeks. 

Except in unusvally severe cases, 
alleviation may be obtained by in- 
haling the fumes of stramonium, 
with which a little saltpetre has been 
mixed, and sometimes by smoking 
cigarettes mado of Indian hemp. The 
most scientific remedies yet known 
for external treatment are the anti- 
toxins prepared from grass pollen, 
Of these there are two on the mar- 
ket pollantin and graminin. 

Follantin is a serum supplied in 
the form of yowder, to be used as 
snuff or as a liquid to drop into the 
eyes and nose.

“We put now between the axles 
under the buckboard longitudinal 
steel springs, which prevent sagging 
unduly, and give it greater strength 
and power of resistance and elastic- 
ity. We make such buckboards with 
one, with two, or with three seats, 
seating two, four or six persons; 
and we make them cither without 
tops or with them—a buggy top on 
a single seated buckboard, and suit- 
able tops on larger buckboards if 
they are desired. 

“And on some buckboards, to be 
used in districts where the character 
of the roads is such as to make their 
use advantageous, we pyt rubber 
tired wheels. No owner would want 
a rubber tired buckboard to bo used 
in regions where the roads were 
sandy or rocky; in such stecl tired 
wheels would be best, but rubber 
tires are very good for a buckboard 
to be used in the city, where a few 
buckboards are used, or on buck- 
boards to be used in parts where 
the roads are macadamized 

“The seats of these modern buck- 
boards are made wide and with high 
backs, for comfort, and they are 
upholstered with the best of mater- 
jals; which are, for that matter, used 
in these vehicles throughout, for they 
are made for service as well as com- 
fort, and they are in fact most ser- 
viceable as well as most comfortable.

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FOUGHT 700 SOLDIERS 
FORT BLOWN “UP WITH MELE- 
NITE BOMBS. 
Story of a Plucky Septuagenar- 
ian Who Held the Military 
Off For Ten Days. 


Since the Threo Musketeers held 
their bastion against a whole army, 
France has witnessed some novel 
sieges, but never a sturdior defense 
than made by Francois Roy, the 
gamekeeper who recently kept 700; 
gondarmes and troops at bay for ten 
days. 

Roy is a peppery tempered old fol- | 
low of 70, but still remarkably spry}| 
on his legs and tough as hickory. | 
He had been a soldier in his earlier 
days. Later he had become a game- 
keeper and was suspected of using 
that office to facilitate his own ex- 
ploits as a poacher. Anyhow, he} 
was accused of p ing on the game 
he was paid to protect and lost his 
situation in consequence. He swore 
to be revenged on those who had 
caused him to be deprived of his} 
situation. At the first chance he 
fired on one of the men who had 
lodged information against him, 
That brought the law down on him 
and a warrant was issued for his 
arrest. 

Roy declared that like the Old 
Guard he might die, but would never 
surrender. He retired to his little 
cottage and prepared it to  with- 
stand a siege. Standing alone on a 
slight eminence in the village of Us- 
seau, near Chatelleraut, it was well 
situated for defense. Roy laid in a 
stock of ammunition and provisions 

PIERCED THE FOUR WALLS 
with loopholes and took pot shots at 
all emissaries of the law who ap- 
proached within range. ‘The discreet 
civilian authorities thercupon turned 
the job over of capturing him to the 
military. 

No fewer than 
three brigades 


600 infantry and 
of gendarmes sur- 
rounded the old fellow's improvised 
fort. Such formidable measures’ to 
subdue one man would have excited 
ridicule in any other country, but 
Gallic sense of humor is a queer 
thing. Railway companies ran ex- 
cursion trains to the village to en- 
able visitors from afar to witness 
the imposing spectacle. At one time 
there were several thousands of them 
present. When there was no shoot- 
ing going on they entertained them- 
selves with open-air dances to the 
music of fiddles and gramophones. 

A French general of division—Gen- 
eral Badin, one of the Tonkin heroes 
—was put in charge of the siege 
operations, He conducted them in 
accordance with the latest and most 
approved methods of scientific war- 
fare which is opposed to all needless 
risk of life. A cordon of troops was 
posted around the house to keep civ- 
ilians from crossing the fire zone. 
Sniping went on at long range on 
either side for several days without 
anybody getting hurt, but it was 
quite as lively as the average French 
duel. It was first intended to starve 
the former soldier into surrender, but 
it was concluded after the lapse of 
more than a week that process would 
take too long. As an experienced 
campaigner and forager Roy had laid 
his plans to keep hunger at bay for 
an indefinite period. He made it ap- 
parent to the besiegers that he was 
well provisioned by the liberality 
with which he scattered food from 
the windows of his fort among the 
birds, and the fowls in his yard. 
And the spectators began to murmur 
that they were not getting their 
money’s worth, 


A COUNCIL OF WAR WAS HELD. 


The idea was seriously entertained 
of bombarding the cottage with ar- 
tillery, but to that the civil euthori- 
ties objected unless the military 
forces were prepared to give a guar- 
antee that no other property would 
be injured. Then it was decided to 
blow up the dwelling with melenite. 
The railway companies declined to 
transport so dangerous an explosive. 
They had a pecuniary interest in pro- 
longing the show. Arrangements 
were then made for transporting the 
bombs by motor cars. They were ac- 
companied by a detachment of sap- 
ers. 

On tho tenth day after the begin- 
ning of the military siege, at 1 
o'clock in the morning, an_ intrepid 
lieutenant of engineers, accompanied 
by two sergeants and five sappers 
protected by steel breastplates 
crawled up to the cottage and laid} 
something like 100 pounds of melen- 
ito against one of the walls. So 
Stealthily did they do their work 
that Roy did not hear them. With 
equal success a long fuse was laid to 
tho explosives. 

Two hours later a general bugle 
call sounded. It was the signal for 
all sentries to scoot out of danger. 
A few minutes later, at a distance 
of several hundred yards, the licuten- 
ant ignited the fuse. A deafening ex- 
plosion followed. When the smoke} 
had cleared away it was found that 
one end of the building and part of} 
the roof had been blown aws 
the door still held fast.

ENGLAND’S TREASURE. 
the Millions in Gold 

Its Bank are Guarded. 


Officials of the Bank of England are} 
said to be worried for the safety of 
the hoards of wealth stored in their} 
strong boxes. The bank station of] 
the new underground railway in Lon- 
don is close to the vaults of the 
world’s greatest institution of 1.n- 
ance. At a recent meeting of the 
bank directors it was suggested that 
some brave but wicked person misht 
set off a quantity of explosive in the 
bank station, wrecking tho founda- 
tions of the stately buildings above 
and sending the bars of bullion end| 
the streams of gold coin leaking out| 
on to the station platform. The 
feasibility of this scheme has been} 
conceded by the bank governor. It 
is figured, however, that the ‘‘tube,’’ 
as the underground railway is call- 
ed, is a little too deep at this point. 
To reach the bullion vaults of the} 
bank the conspirators would have 
to drive a shaft nearly one hundred 
feet and then they would face a mass 
of concrete, thick masonry and stocl. 
At one time the Bank of England 
was the object of conspiracy. From} 
a church tower close by the bank 
was bombarded. Afterward the auth-} 
orities had the church and its threat- 
ening tower destroyed. Officials of 
the bank do not like the tunnelling 
going on in the clay beneath their 
foundations. The constant pumping! 
of water has affected even the solid-! 
ity of the clay, and from this cause 
one of the wells which is within the! 
three acres comprised within the! 
bank’s precincts has dried up. 

Those three acres are valued at} 
about $5,000,000 each, and _ the} 
treasures within them are guarded in’ 
fitting fashion. On either side cf 
the main entrance to the bank are 
two small glass houses. In one re 
poses a stately beadle. In the other 
are two wideawake detectives. Other 
detectives are in and out of the 
rooms, but always unobtrusively. At| 
night the police force is a heavy 
one. Every evening a compact boty 
of men, commanded by a lieutenant, 
and including two sergeants, two 
drummers, a bugler and thirty pri- 
vates, marches from Wellington bar- 
racks to the bank.

I. The Lessons in Timo. 

During the First Quarter of the 
year We surveyed the words and 
works of ‘‘the Only Begotten of the 
Father,’ from the carly witness 
borne of him by John the Baptist 
(EBebruary, A. D, 27) to his healing

of the First Quarter. From Octoter, 
or possibly November, A. D. 29 (Les- 
son I.), we leap to February, A. D. 
80 (Lesson II.), when Lazarus was 
raised. Another Icap brings us to 
the supper at Bethany, Saturday 
evening, April 1 (Lesson IIZ.), and 
after that the lessons come in close 
succession. The triumphal entry 
(Lesson IV.), was made on Sunday 
morning, April 2. The washing of 
the disciples’ feet, tho discourso on 
the Vine and the branches, and our 
Lord's intercessory prayer (Lessons 
N., VI, and VII.), are to oe dated 
on ‘Thursday evening, April 6. On 
Friday morning, April 7, Jesus was 
examined by Pilate (Lesson VIII.), 
and later in the day was crucified 
(Lesson IX.). The resurrection (Les- 
gon X.) came on Sunday morning, 
April 9 (just one week after the tri- 
umphal entry), and the ascension 
forty days later. Lessons XI. and

Il. The Contents of the Lessons. 

We Have studied during this Quar- 
ter Two Allegories spoken by Jesus, 
in which he compares himself to the 
Good Shepherd and the Door of the 
Sheep (Lesson 1.), and to the Vine 
(Lesson VI). Wo have studied One 
Miracle wrought by him, in some re- 
gards the greatest of all his miracles 
(Lesson IT.), Woe have studied Four 
Selected Events which preceded the 
crucifixion (Lessons III., IV., V., and 
VIU.), In Lesson VII. we studied 
our Lord's Intercessory Prayer, in 
Lesson IX. the Crucifixion, and in 
Lesson X. the Resurrection, Lesson 
XI. is a Message which shows the at- 
titude of the risen Ckriat to his 
earthly followers; and Lesson XII. 
describes in part the preparation he 
Kins mado for them in his heavenly 
homo Lesson X11. was selected as 
the quarterly ‘Teniperanco Lesson, 


(April 28, our date for the study of 
the Triumphal Entry, was Easter 
Sunday ,and many of our classes 
took a special lesson for that day.) 


1V. The Testimony of the Lessons. 


The Golden Text for the Second 
Quarter is (very properly) identical 
with that of the First Quarter, John 
xx., 31. Each lesson is to be re- 
garded, first of all, as a testimony 
or item of evidence that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God. In tho First 
Quarter’s lessons such evidences were 
given by various people whom he had 
blessed by miracle or teaching. The 
lessons We now review derive much 
of their value from our Lord's testi- 
mony to himself, His own estimate 
of his character and work is given 
by his statement that he is at once 
the Door of the Sheep (the only 
means of entrance into the kingdom 
of God), and the Good Shepherd who 
giveth his life for the sheep (Lesson 
I.); that he is the Vine of which wo 
are tha branches (Lesson VI.); that 
he is one with the Father and pur- 
Poses that we shall be one with him 
(Lesson VII.).

Not infrequently, when a man is to 
be discharged, one may sce the war- 
den'’s buggy drive to the door and 
the warden himself set the released 
convict on the seat beside him - and 
drive quickly past the tempters to 
some isolated spot in the city, or to 
one of the railroad stations, from 
which he can go home, or be at 
least free for a time trom the society 
of crime. 


LET HIS HAIR GROW. 


Not very many formalities attend 
the release of a prisoner from the 
Central Prison. Two months before 
his time is expired officials allow his 
close-cropped hair to begin to grow, 
in preparation for the event. On tho 
day ho gains his liberty he rises at 
the usual time, but he does not leave 
the cell for the workshop as usual. 
Instead of the prison garb, a new 
and well-cut suit of clothes is given 
him, made by prison tailors. When 
the other convicts are despatched to 
their day’s work, an official collects 
all those to be released that day, 
and marches them down and out 
through the huge interior barred 
door into the office. Here the pro- 
perty taken from them on their being 
received, is restored. 

When entering, an inventory is 
made of the money and effects of 
each incomer and entered in the pro- 
perty beok of the prison. On going 
out these are handed back, piece by 
piece, and the man signs a receipt 
for his property. In every case where 
the man asks it he is provided with 
a railroad ticket to his home town 
This is considered to be one of the 
tests of his rogencration. If he is 
brave enough, just after leaving 
prison, to go straight home, mingle 
With those he has known under dif- 
ferent circumstances, and, shoulder- 
ing the full brunt of his diversion, 
attempt to “‘live it down.’’ he is on 
a fair way to climb to the level of 
respectability from which he has 
dropped. Another keen indication is 
his desire, or the reverse, to be given 
work, 

PRISONERS GET JOBS. 

The Prisoners’ Aid Association and 
the Salvation Army both have agents 
handy when releases occur, ready to 
provide a job for him who will ac- 
cept it; or, if the man wishes to go 
further away, he is guarded past the 
precincts of the prison, where dan- 
gerous companions lurk, and set up 
with a room and board for a week 
or so, or taken directly to the rail- 
road station. Officials discourage re- 
leased prisoners remaining in this 
city, considering it unwise to colo- 
nize ex-convicts. Any man that 
wishes a job can get it, and it is 
said that very few refuse the chance 
to carn an honest living and avoid 
the necessity of spending more time 
behizd the bars. Whether the man 
goes out alone or attended, however, 
he is better physically than when he 
entered, Having properly clothed, 
the official parting occurs. The bur- 
Sar uses much the same formula with 
all departing guests.

PHYSICIAN QUANDARY. 


To Violate the Medical Code or 
Risk Disaster. 


Is a doctor justified in violating the 
code of medical ethics in order to 
avert a possible disaster that may 
cause a great loss of human life? 

That in a nutshell is the question 
which a perplexed member of the 
medical profession has submitted to 
the British Medical Journal for solu- 
tion and has been answered in effect 
by that high authority that his first 
duty is to stick to the code, let 
the consequences be what they may. 
As the case on which the moral con- 
undrum is based is a remarkable one 
and the etiquette of the profession is 
about the the same on both sides of 
the Atlantic, it is a matter that 
will possess some interest for our 
readers, 

It appears. that a certain doctor 
who is engaged by a railway provi- 
dent society, managed by the men 
and not by the company, was con- 
sulted by a signalman, who was 
found to be suffering from heart dis- 
ease. That might cause him to drop 
dead at any moment, or without 
warning render him incapable of at- 
tending to the work on whose _ per- 
formance depended the _ safety of 
thousands of passengers. On this ac- 
count the doctor urged him to seck 
some other employment where his 
liability to sudden death or collapse 
would not endanger other lives. The 
man refused. Other jobs were not 
easily found, especially by a man 
suffering from heart disease. Self- 
preservation was the first law of na- 
ture. Therefore, he would stick to 
his job and tho traveling public who 
used that particular section of the 
line over which he stood guard would 
havo to take their chances. By such 
reasoning he found it casy to justify 
his decision. 

But the medical man was haunted 
by the knowledge that his patient’s 
condition might lead to an appalling 
disaster in which scores of lives 
might be lost and hundreds be maim- 
ed and injured. All possibility of 
such a catastrophe would be averted 
if he should inform the railway com- 
pany of the signalman’s physical con- 
dition. That would lead to his 
prompt removal from the _ signal 
box. He might be given another job, 
or he might be sacked. But if the 
doctor should inform the company of 
the facts that had come to his know- 
ledge in his professional capacity 
would he not be guilty of a breach of 
the obligations imposed upon him as 
a physician? In this dilemma he 
asked the British Medical Journal to 
decide for him. 

“Our correspondent,’’ says the edi- 
tor, ‘thas done his duty by pointing 
out to the patient his unfitness for 
work, but he would be violating the 
rule of professional secrecy if he com- 
municated to the company the facts 
which have become known to him in 
his professional capacity.”” Which 
amounts to saying that considera- 
tions of medical etiquette are of 
more importance than the security of 
railway passengers. With this opin- 
ion the public will hardly agree. The 
rule doctors should not disclose an 
excellent one in the vast majority of 
cases. But this scems to be a case 
in which incalculably greater harm 
may arise from sticking to the rule 
than by making an exception to it.

One such district as is 
here described lies along the line of 
the C, P. Ry. north, between Sharbot 
Lake and Havelock. Lumbering on a 
large scale has been carried on in this 
district for many years ; but, now it is 
about cleared of all the timber usually 
sought for by the lumberman, «and 
what remains on the limits can be 
more profitably taken off by the 
“small jobber” with a portable mill, 
than by the big lumber firm. Many 
of the lumber firms that operated in 
this district have either gone ont of 
business or sought “pastures new,” 
and many of the men have followed 
their ** bosses.” 

This communication is not intended 
as a“cry over spilled milk,” but be- 
cause it is, in the opinion of many 
men who know this district intimat- 
ely, capable of supporting even a 
larger population than it did in its 
palmiest days of lnmbering; and if 
such is the case it behoves the men 
who control what will make this d 
trict prosperous to * get busy.” 

No business in the years gone by re- 
ceived so much of the people's heri- 
tage for the asking, or for very little, 
as did our great lumber concerns, and 
in many cases they proyed very 
thankless fayorites.

some of the riyers in “Old Ontario,” 
and fo store nnd reserve all the water 
in the back lakes for power purposes, 
as the water is worth more to the 
pa than the pos interestin the 
ogs yet to be taken out ; and, further- 
more the remaining timber could be 

ut on the market more economically 
by other methods than driving, ‘ 

Your correspondent was shown that 
the Government of the State of New 
York undertake the reserving and 
Storage of water, without which cer- 
tain districts now alive with the hun 
of industry would be idle, and the 
thonght came that if it pays the State 
of New York to do this where coal is 
over $1 per ton less than it is in On- 
tario that surely the Provincial Goy- 
ernment should look carefully to it, 
and perform their part at once. 

The Proyincial Ge ‘nnient has for 
many years been receiving large sums 
of money in payment of timber lic- 
enses and dues, and by allowing the 
country to be denuded of timber they 
have ad hah the users of water- 
power of the natural pr yatiye of 
their water supply. Surely they are 
not asking too much—that a ‘small 
portion of this money should be spent 
to provide them with an artificial pre- 
servative in the way of dams at the 
outlets of the lakes in the back 
country. 

From what I have seen and been 
told I feel certain that seldom has a 
Goyernment the opportunity to spend 
small sum of money that will being 
such large feturns to the country.

SOME STORIES OF EAGLES! 


THEY WILL ATTACK AND KILL 
EVEN A STAG, 


Well-Authenticated Story of the 
Carrying Off of a 
Child, 


Some yenrs ago Sir Charles Mor- 
daunt witnessed in Scotland a 
strange battle between an eagle and 
a stag, says The Edinburgh Scots- 
man, Which completely dispels any 
theory that tho ornithologists may 
put forward as to eagles not attack- 
ing large animals. ‘he bird singled 
out from a herd one particular buck, 
which it succeeded in driving from 
the rest. Jt struck tho animal  re- 
peatedly with its powerful wings, 
knocked it down and finally killed it. 
Baron Schroeder witnessed a still 
moro remarkable spectacle, An eagle 
attacked a fawn which was one of a 
herd in the highlands. ‘The cries of 
the little one were answered by its 
dam, which sprang upon tho eagle 
and struck it repeatedly with its 
forefoct. Fawn, deer and cagle rolled 
headlong down a declivity and the 
bird was dislodged from its hold and 

THE FAWN RESCUED. 

But Sir Kenneth Mackenzie knows a 
more thrilling story than either of 
these, for, according to report, an 
eagle was rent in twain during a 
battle in his forest in Gairloch, Fix- 
ing his talons in the quarters of a 
roe, the bird was dashed against ao 
tree, to a branch of which it en- 
deavored to hold to stay the flight 
of its captive, The bird was halved 
in an instant, 

Many traditions aro oxtant as to 
eagles having carried off and de- 
voured children. In the north of

Algerian travel- 
lers are familiar with the sight of 
eagles carrying turtles and tortoises 
to a height and dropping them upon 
rocks to break the creatures’ shells 
and render the flesh accessible.

BUYING A HAIR BRUSH. 


Some Points to Observe in Choos- 
ing a Good One, 


The first essential of a good hair 
brush is that the bristles should 
really be bristles, not imitations, and 
that they should be of a good kind. 
Russian bristles are the best; they 
aro obtained from the back of the 
wild boar, 


| 
Russian bristles are very stiff, tap- 


ering in shape, about seven inches in 
length, and either black or white. 
Theso are the longest and stiffest of 
all; only the butt end is used for 
hair brushes, and the other end, 
known as the ‘‘flag,”’ is employed for 


making paintings and decorating 
brushes. 
The flag tapers very thin, and 


ends in several sprouts, so that it 
makes a very soft and flexible brush, 
The butt end of the Russian bristle 
maybo recognized by its thickness, 
for no other bristle has so large a 
diameter, 

The next best variety is the Chi- 
nese, and is sent from Tien Tsin; it 
is a black bristle, about five and a 
half inches in length, and less stiff 
than the Russian. It is not so dur- 
able as this latter, but in other re- 
spects it is not far behind. 

German bristles vary in length and 
quality; they are black, white, and 
brown, and tho length ranges from 
six inches to a mere stump of an 
inch or so, The white are regarded 
as tho best of all these German var- 
jieties, and consequently fetch the 
highest price. 

American bristles aro short, rang- 
ing from two and a half to three and 
a hall inches; they are so nd flex- 
ible. 

Imitation bristles in the shape of 
fibres are often used. To detect tho 
true bristle from the imitation, and 
also to ascertain the quality of the 


roal article, run your finger down 
the centre of the brush; if the bris- 
tles spring back quickly into the 


straight, unright position, they are 
genuine, but if they return slowly to 
tho original position, it will be well 
to oxamine thom moro closely, for 
this lack of resilience, or springiness, 
is one of the signs by which you 
will recognize tho fibre

A popular amusement, oven among 
the commonest people, was the sing- 
ing of catches, in which tho singers 
had to keep perfect time and tune, 
or else the music becamo a confused 
noise. Tho cithern or cittern, with 
its eight or ten fine wire strings, 
and with frets like a guitar, was so 
Popular that it wag customary for 
the barbers to keep one in their shops 
to amuse customers who wore Wait- 
ing their turn, The lute, more re- 
sourceful, but very much more dif- 
ficult to play and costly to keep in 
order, was the favorite instrument 
of the higher classes, The viols, 
many stringed and sweet-toned in 
their various sizes, were much used 
to play ‘‘consorts’’ in several parts 
and sweet or brilliant solo music, 


the viola da gamba, or brass viol, |- 


being particularly suited for the lat- 
ter purpose, 

The virginals and the organ repre- 
sented the keyboard instruments. The 
Virginals liad strings, but sounded 
by a floctrum, not by a hammer. 
Their tone was crisp, clear, delicate, 
and suitable for extremely rapid and 
ornate music, The organs were 
small, but wonderfully sweet. Many 
Wind instruments, each forming a 
complete family from bass to treble, 
Were in common use. Recorders, haut- 
boys, cornets, trumpets, sackbuts, 
Pipe and tabors and many others, 
brought an endless variety of tune. 

SHAKESPEARE’S MUSIC. 


Shakespeare understood music 
thoroughly, is plays abound with 
musical allusions, mentions of songs, 
puns on musical terms, easily under- 
stood by the public of the time, but 
merely passed by or cut from the 
text in our days. His stage direc- 
tions relating to music are quite 
clear in the early editions. ‘There is 
never much music wanted, but it al- 
Ways comes with striking effect. The 
common practice of introducing over- 
tures, entrances and pieces in and 
out of season only lulls the ear and 
causes the music to pass unnoticed 
when it should ‘really bo effective. 
But, above all, modern settings of 
the Shakespearean sonzs ought never 
to be used when the originals are 
procurakle. Happily a good number 
have been preserved—beautiful, per- 
fect ttines conceived in the same 
style and feeling with the words, 
with which they form perfect works 
of art. 

A play of Shakespeare’s acted in 
the FElizabethan manner with the 
original music, played upon the ori- 
ginal instruments, is so much more 
beautiful and enjoyable than what 
one has been accustomed: to witness- 
ing that it seems like a new world, 
It makes one wonder how it is pos- 
sible that the tradition of playing 
Shakespeare as he intended it should 
be played over has been lost.—Ar- 
nold Dolmetsch.

THE LAND OF PAGODAS, 


Burmese Build Quaint Structures 
in Honor of Buddha. 


Rangoon, in Burmah, abounds in 
Buddhist pagodas, large and small; 
but the Great Pagoda, so called, is 
the leader, and the one everybody 
goes to see. 

It-is situated on a high eminence 
at tho south edge of the city, and 
the approach to it is a long and 
continuous colonnade, with a steep 
grade and series of short flights of 
steps beneath, and on each side Le- 
ing small stalls for the sale of na- 
tive offerings of small value, such 
as candlos of mineral, rare, large and 
small; paper fans, immense sticks of 
flowers, 

Arrived at the top, the observer 
finds himself on a large plateau of 
several acros in extent in the centre 
of which rises the colossal pagoda, 
erected in honor of Buddha, covered 
with gold leaf, excepting a portion 
near the gummit, which is covered 
with plates of gold, This mammoth 
structure was regilded last year at 
an expense of $25,000. Buddha 
ought to feel flattered ot the sincor- 
{ty of the religious zeal which found 
its expression in such a prodigal ox- 
penditure, 

In the base of tho 
small room in which hundreds of 
candles are burning, also upon tho| 
stops leading west, Any of tho faithful 
wishing to add an additional candlo 
must walk botwoon and over these 
numerous lights, to tho great risk 
of burning his cotton raiment, In- 
expensive though it be.

The temporary distention of the or- 
gan, which is normal, turns into a 
more or less permanent dilatation, 
giving rise to many signs of im- 
Paired health. Then follows that 
condition known to athletes as ‘‘go- 
ing stale.’ The pulso is feeble and 
irregular, the color pale, sleep often 
impaired, and the sense of fatigue 
permanent. 

If heart strain is early recognized 
and proper treatment instituted tho 
recovery may be both quick and com- 
plete, by reason of the great pow- 
ers of compensation with which tho 
heart has been endowed, When there 
has been a condition of strained 
heart it is very important that after 
the ‘period of necessary rest and 
treatment has elapsed the return to 
any form of active exercise should bo 
looked upon as _ experimental,—it 
should be both guarded and gradual, 
—and the patiént kept under medical 
supervision and watched with close 
attention for some time.—Youth's 
Companion, 


TAKING COLD AT NIGHT, 


Hundreds of thousands of people, 
babies particularly, take cold at 
night, and no one can discover thi 
cause of the cold. Many a night one 
goes to bed feeling well, but wakes 
in the morning with a sore throat, 
or even pneumonia or pleurisy. The 
cause of this is the unequal distribu- 
tion of the clothing and the conse- 
quent unequal protection of tho 
body during the night. The shoul- 
ders, arms, chest, and throat, which 
are most susceptible to cold, aro 
most likely to become exposed. When 
one goes to bed the room is warm, 
but during tho night it cools off, and 
one’s shoulders are in danger of bo- 
coming chilled. When one wakes up 
in the night feeling chilly or cold 
and tucks the bedclothes down 
around his shoulders, the feeling of 
relief is instantaneous. A chill is a 


dangerous thing, for it means a 
threatened congestion of the lungs. 
Many children throw off the bed- 


clothes during sleep ,in spite of every 
precaution. In order, then, to keep 
them from taking cold at night 
their shoulders an 
well protected independently of 
bedclothing.

Nothing is so terrible as severe 
neuralgia, and beyond a doubt girls 
acquire it often enough by the con- 
ditions of school life, Headaches in 
a school-girl usually mean exhausted 
nerve-power through overwork, over- 
excitemont, and over-anxtety, or bad 
air.

HOME LIFE OF RUSSIANS. 


It Is Singularly Regular and Mon- 
otonous. 


" The daily life of a Russian couple 
of the wealthier classes is singularly 
regular and monotonous, varying 
only with the changing seasons, says 
the New York Herald. In Summer 
the Jord of the House gets up about 
7 o'clock and puts on, with the as- 
sistance of his valet de chambre, a 
simple costume, consisting chiefiy of 
a faded, plentifully stained dressing 
gown. Waving nothing in particular 
to do. he sits down at the open win- 
dow and looks into the yard. | To- 
ward 9 o'clock tea is announced, and 
he goes into the dining-room—a long, 
narrow apartment, with bare wooden 
floor and no furniture but a table 
and chairs. ere he finds his wife, 
With the tea urn before her. In a 
few minutes the younger children 
enter the room, kiss their papa’s 
hand and take their places around 
the table. As this morning meal 
consists merely of bread and tea, it 
does not last long and all disperse 
to their several occupations. 

The head of the house begins the 
labors of the day by resuming his 
seat at the open window and having 
his Turkish pipe filled and lighted 
by a boy whose special function is 
to keep his master’s pipe in order. 
The housewife spends her morning in 
a more active way. As soon as the 
breakfast table has beon cleared she 
foes to the larder, takes stock of 
the provisions, arranges the mealg 
and gives the cook the necessary ma- 
terials, with detailed instructions as 
to how they are to be prepared. The 
rest of the morning she devotes to 


jher other household duties, 


Toward 1 o'clock dinner is an- 
nounced, and Ivanoviteli prepares his 
appetite by swallowing at a gulp a 
Wine-glass of home-made bitters. 
Dinner is the great event of the day. 
Tocd is abundant and of good qua- 
lity; but mushrooms, onions and fat 
Play rather too important a part in 
the repast, and the whole is prepared 
With very little attention to the re- 
cognized principles of Hygiene.

This article will be read by a few 
young farmers, and I hope with pro- 
fit to the readers, writes R, HH. 
Wood But many old farmers will 
pass it by with a smile. Novertheless 
it is a fact that there are many 
farmera who have kept cows for 
years without learning to milk, Like 
most arts, milking has a scientific 
backing, most of tho directions given 
by scientific dairyratn are backed by 
selentilic knowlkidge. This may have 
learned in school, from books, 

actual observation and ex- 
pericnee, but it is scientific no mat- 
ter how obtained. It is dificult at 
the present day to find farm hands 
who tako an interest in the subject. 
In fact, many farm hands refuse 
outright to assist in the milking, 
even When an emergency makes it 
necessary for them to do so. 

‘There are several reasons why this 
is so. Poor stables, foul quarters, 
dark and damp milking rooms, poor 
cows, dirty cows, vicious and hard 
milking cows, ail tend to make the 
average farm hand averse to the 
task of inilking. Another thing 
Which has much to do with making 
hired help dislike this job is that 
upon most farms the milker is  ox- 
pected ta work in the field until 
dark, or as late as the other hands 
work, and then to put in an hour or 
two milking and doing chores. Again, 
many farmers carry the ilea that 
milking is not inmuch of a fob anyway 
can 
see to the cows. Lack of interest 
upon the part of the proprictor, 
coupled with a lack of knowledge up- 
on the part of both the proprietor 
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and his men, has made the dairy end 
of many farms unprofitable. 


TID MILKING STABLE 


should be clean, dry, light and com- 
fortable. The cows should be gentle 
and ¢asy milkers, The milker should 
be allowed ample time for his work. 
Neither the wwilker nor the cow 
should be hurried or worried, Not 
one cow stable in twenty is  con- 
structed with regard to the above 
requirements. Walf of the dairy 
cows of the country are untidy if 
not filthy. Some of them are kick- 
ers, many of them are hard milkers 


if 
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and disagreeable to milk or handle. 
Very little care has been taken in 
selecting the farm cow, and, as 
many an otherwise excellent animal 
is ruined by bad training or subse- 
quent mismanagement, the cows 
around the average farm are not a 
very friendly proposition to tackle. 
Teypecially does the hired:man dread 
to approach this task if he is worn 
by a day’s work already done, or if 
he is hurried by the prospect of a 
work ahead. Boys are 
overworked by chasing on errands, 
getting up the stock, doing chores 
and plenty of other work, and then 
expected to get a big flow of milk 
{he ugliost, meanest, hardest 
milking old brute in the herd. And 
this, while other people are hustling 
around getting ready to go to town, 
to church, or to a concert. Besides 
this, the farmer has never learned 
how to milk and is not competent to 
teach the boy much about the busi- 
ness, even if he has enough interest 
im the hoy or the herd to do so. 

Tirst,never try to milk a cow 
whose udder and teats are not per- 
fectly clean and dry. Wor decency’s 
sake see that the flank and udder are 
brushed clean. This takes only a 
minute, even if the cow has not been 
curried previously. In the best 
stables the cows are carefully groom- 
ed and brushed before being taken 
into the milking stall. In some cas- 
es it is necessary to wash the teats 
in warm water or wipe thera careful- 
ly kut gently with

But two points must be borne in 
mind in this connection. It cleans 
nothing to wash it with’ dirty 
water; cold water will not remove 
dirt, besides it chills the udder and 
checks the flow of milk, The other 
point to be remembered is that the 
udder must be carefully dried before 
milking. The hands and the teats 
must be dry during the process of 
the milking. The practice of spit- 
ting or milking upon the hand vo 
wet tho teats is a filthy one and will 
tolerated by an up-to-date 
dairyman. It poisons the milk, in- 
jures the teats, and should be a 
penitcntiary offence. 

The hands should be warm, dry 
and clean. <A rough hand, a damp 
or cold hand is not acceptable to a 
cow with a sensitive udder. A good 
teat has a soft, buckskin-like cover- 
ing; this is sensitive and susceptible

This article tells you their import- 
ance, and if you desire to be a good 
milker and to manage cows with 
profit you must set about to acquire 
the grasp and the touch of the best 
milkers. ‘There is a reason for all 
this, and if the milker tries very 
hard he will find out the way at the 
same time he is learning how. Do 
not continue to squeeze the teat 
after the inilk current has passed 
out, Forcible compression of the 
Walls of the duct is injurious if the 
teat is empty. Do not drag or pull 
downward upon the teat. Drop the 
teat gently. Jt should not be made 
to flop or spring upward’ when it is 
released, Milk rapidly, but do not 
rush the job as if you were pumping 
water or shoveling coal. Some one 
will tell you to milk fast, but be 
sure you milk well whether you milk 
fast er not. Get up a comfortable, 
steady rhythm, Milk in time to the 
working of the cow’s jaws if she is 
eating hay, or to a little melody of 
cheerfulness that will come to your 
mind. - 

Milk" until you get the milk, but 
When you have thoroughly emptied a 
quarter leave it. Do not continue 
the milking motion upon an empty 
teat. Bo not go back to a teat 
once you have left it; if you begin 
this with a young cow, you will 
mako her a slow or uncertain milker, 
one that will never let you know 
When you are done milking, one of 
the ‘‘come again and keep coming 
kind.’”

But your 
task jis not done until you have 
called the cow by name and gently 
patted her sido and made sire that 
you have left her in a friendly mood.

ANCIENT BUILDINGS. 


Down in the plain the terribly de- 
structive nature of the earthquake 
Was evident in the cities and vil- 
lages. Imposing ancient buildings 
Were shaken to their foundations and 
overthrown. At Lahore the Golden 
Mosque and the Mosyue of Wazir suf- 
fered great injury. Modern public 
buildings presented a wrecked appear- 
ance. Many of the pinnacles and 
battlements of the railway station 
fell under the shock. Much of the 
upper part of the facade of the 
Town Hall was thrown to the 
ground, The Mohammedan inhabi- 
tants paraded the streets weeping 
and offering up fervent prayers, At 
Agra people in bed both felt and saw 
the motion. Hanging clothes swayed 
to and fro, the water in the baths 
splushed over, and natives squatting 
on the ground smoking their usual 
morning hookah were turned head 
over heels. 

Delhi suffered less, and there was 
no loss of-life as at Lahore, but the 
ancient capital of the Moguls shows 
evidence of the earth wave. The roof 
of the marble mosque near the De- 
Wan-i-kas collapsed and the minaret 
of the Lahore gate was thrown 
down, 

Of the distress occasioned to the 
Villagers ainl poorest classes terrible 
accounts are given. Alfmeans of a 
Scanty subsistence were swept away 
irreparalLly in a moment. Injured 
men ploded wearily for scores of 
miles at the point -of starvation to 
obtain Government help from the 
nearest station, But the death roll 
would have Leen heavier had not the 
rural population been already afield,

Place » slice of pork or 
bacon on top, with a pinch of salt 
if necessary, and fill the kettle with 
cold water. With a cover fitted 
closely over the kettle, one dish is 
ready for baking. 

Next, clear a place in the hole for 
the kettle by raking the coals aside, 
and put down your kettle. An inch 
or two of ashes round and over the 
kettle keeps the beans from burning. 
Then heap the coals round and over 
the ashes, and throw over all a foot 
of ashes and dry earth. In the 
morning, when you dig up your ket- 
tle, you will find g most delicious 
dish of baked beans. 

A chicken or a grouse also cooks 
Well in a hole-in-the-ground oven. 
Dress and wash the bird inside, ready 
for cooking, but do not remove the 
feathers. Put salt and pepper inside 


the bird. Then wrap the bird in 
ereen grass. Encase the whole in 
wet clay. Place it in the hole of 
coals as you do with the kettle of 


beans, and cover it with ashes and 
coals and dry earth. The beans and 
the bird may well go into the same 
hole. In the morning when the 
baked clay hall is dug up and broken 
open, the feathers peel off with the 
grass and clay, and the juicy white 
meat lies out steaming and tempt- 
ing. 

Many things can be cooked in the 
ground, and a camper will find ox- 
perimentineg, worth while.

among children, is due to the use of 
the fluid.
